SCIENTIST IS 


DECORATED 


Washington, Apr. 25.—Prof. J. How. 


ard Gore, one of the prominent scien 
lists , of Washington, and his wife, 
Lillian Gore, have Just been decorated 
by King Charles of Roumanla in. rec- 
ognition of .services'given that Euro- 
pean country several years ago. 


Prof. Goro has received the order 


of the Crown of Roumanla, grade of 
grand officer, and Mrs. Gore the order 
)f meritorious service, first class. The 
decorations, elaborately executed golci 
ind silver medals, bearing the crown 
if Roumanla and Roumanian Inscrlp 
tions, were transmitted through the 
State Department. 


Prof. Gore was decorated for bavins 


introduced Into Roumania a variety of 
American corn, now one of the thriv- 
ing crops of that country, and Mrs. 
Gore for having spent several weeks 
in Bukharest giving public demonstra- 
tions of how to prepare the corn .meal 
so as to avoid the dangers of pellagra, 
which in that country, is a prevalent 
disease, ascribed to the consumption 
of musty corn.

The decorations came as a complete 


mrprise to Prof, and Mrs.. Gore. The 
cervices had been given several years 
ago and had'already been rewarded 
with the official recognition in the 
form of'certificates. 


During the Paris exposition in 1900 


a member of the Roumanian ministry 
if agriculture, became particularly in- 
terested in: an exhibit o'f 
American 


corn, and thought it might be grown 
to advantage in his own country.-Some 
time later he wrote to Prof Gore, 
asking him for advice on the subject. 


After much correspondence and in- 


quiries at the Department of .Agri- 
culture, Prof. Gore selected, a variety 
of corn which he thought, suited/the 
soil and climate of Roumania. .'He 
sent- many bushels of the seed corn, 
and several barrels of the corn meal 
to illustrate how it la ground, to the 
Roumanian minister of agriculture. 


The corn, proved to be especially 


suited to. the Roumanian 
soil .and 


large crops of it were grown. The 
people, however, did mot seem to :un 
rterstand how to prepare the corn 
meal, and the government 
In 1903 


asked Mrs. Gore, who was in-Europe 
with her husband, to give some dem 
onstratlpns of receipts for the prep- 
aration of corn meal. 


Mrs. Gore went to Bukharest and 


for two weeks devoted her time to 
demonstrations of the proper prepara- 
ion of the corn meal for domestic use, 
and to avoid all danger of .musty 
corn, producing pelagra. 


The present, decoration is the four- 


teenth that Prof. Gore has received. 
Among the others are the Legion of 
lonor of France, and the Order of 
.he White Elephant of Sweden, but 
have been granted by two European 
governments.

Risetting an 


Orchard 


J[T would do no harm to set young fruit trees In the holes where the 


old ones are taken out, but, other things being equal, it would 


be just as well to dig now holes In the spaces between the old trees 
after they have been cut down or pulled up. Answering a similar 
question, the Rural New Yorker advises digging a wide hole 2 feet 
or more in diameter and S to 32 inches deep, as may be-needed, plac- 
ing the rich or top soil in one pile and the subsoil In another. Cut 
out all broken or injured roots from the trees to be set, and freshen 
the ends of the sound roots with a slanting cut from below upward, 
so that the fresh surface will rest on the soil. When the roots are 
In their natural position, set the trees in the center of the hole and 
carefully fill In around the roots with the best ol the. top soil taken 
out, sifting It from the edge ol the shovel and working it between 
the rows with the fingers, shaking the tree meanwhile" to get the 
earth In. every crevice between the roots. When the roots are fairly 
covered, tramp firmly, then fill In with the pooror or subsoil. 


The tree when set should stand little, if any, deeper than it grew 


in the nursery row. The firmed earth should be banked up around 
the tree to shed water. About n third of the top should ,be cut, talc-' 
ing out weak and unnecessary limbs, shortening in the good ones 
so as to balance the top with the roots,, that have been, cut away. It 
is a very good plan to scatter a pound or iwo of good commercial fer- 
tilizer around the tree after it is set, lightly working it in the soil, 01 
mulch the trees with a wheelbarrow load of course barnyard manured 
This keeps the ground moist and furnishes the young tree with all 
the fertility it needs until the growth has made some progress,

A RARE COIN 


The oisly specimen of the Confeder- 


ate half dollar was recently exhibited 
at the New York Numismatic Club. 
For twenty-eight years It bad been 
In a safe deposit vault in ibis city 
and the existence of this solitary coin 
of the Coufedracylhad been forgotten 
by the older collectors. Many of the 
newer generation were not aware that 
It was extant. 


The design on the obverse ia ex- 


actly like.that of the bailed States 
hali dollar of 1881, and as a mtmer of 
fact one of the regular obverse dies 
was used In making the coin.
